My dear Mr. Whiting: 

I am very glad to say that the .pollection of 927 Homan copper coins 
which I have been examining for yau, is being shina to you this day. Just 
as 1 was about to do the final work on ae ee pieces or so, I became en- 
gaged upon a new piece of work in connection with an Exhibition of Sculpture to 
be held on these grounds in April. And 1 had not been free to finish up the 
work and pack up the coins until this week. 

Now in regard to the value of the collection: I regret very much to 
Sis that there sre very few coins of any vilue in the collection. In fact, it 
did not seem to me worth while to label all the envelopes, although I did so 
more extensively at the beginning of the series. There are a number of for- 
geries, casts bronze pieces,most of them. But there sre also a few good pieces 
in the heavy bronze cast coins of @ableokqxye-. In general, I have corrected the 
false attributions and have written the Emperor's name on the envelope where 


the coin was fairly good. But I must say that the collection as a whole, with 


the exception of a dozen pieces, perhaps, if of no value to a Museum or private 


Collector, It is not the type of the coins or the commonness of the varieties 


il 


but the condition, which is so extremely poor. I do not think I have ever seen 
@ small collection on which such pains had been expended by the collector which 
was so poor in condition.
